One of the incidents of the day was the 


report that Delegate Qulgley of Dela- 
ware county, 'who with the other dele- 
Kates from that county, was Instructed 
for' Quay, railed en Gov. Hastings this 
afteiuoon and announced 'thai It was 'all 
right. It Is rumored that the Hastings 
faction Induced Mr. Quigley to 'change 
his support from Quay to Glleson. 


The State committee of which ex-State 


Chalmian -Thomas V. Cooper of Dela- 
ware Bounty, was yesterday chosen, tem- 
porary chatinian, mot at the Lochlc'l ho- 
tel .at 11 o'clock this morning In tho 
quarters originally engaged by Chalmian 
Ollkeson. 
Seventy-eight members were 
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y ChaliUian Cooper called for 


the report of the eub-commlttec on cre- 
dentials, and I -tern. Gov. Lyon, chairman 
of the committee, reported in favor of 
th« Quay delegates In the First and 
Fifth wards of Philadelphia, and the del- 
egate favorable to Quay In Wyoming 
•county. Progress was reported and leave 
aiticed to sit again with respect to. the 
North Cumberl«nd and other contested 
delegations.

cancy In Congress, and this was In vlo 
latlon of ,\ long standing rule of the par- 
ty. which provides that delegates to State 
conventions triust not be elected more 
than sir months before the convening of 
the convention.
